This would seem 
to Indleate quite definitely that the 
quinine has a definite, and specific 
action in relieving muscle cramps. 
The prostigmine had no cffect on 
the muscle cramps, although it did 
seem to nid in dilating the blood 
vessels.so that circulation was im- 
proved. 


It was interesting to note that in 
those patients who had arthritis, the 
prostigmine seemed to have a bene- 
ficlal effect in relieving ‘the pain 
and stiffncss in the joints. 


It would appear that the quinine 
acts directly upon the muscles in 
overcoming the muscle cramps.

Tientsin, ‘Nov. 29.—British, 
American and other foreigners 
in Tientsin and Peiping were 
tonight asking their respective 
consulates if the Nationalists in 
North China intend to respect
